Ocean Park Pocket side of the recreative area of Park

Beach Boulevard Residential Building.
Punta Las Marias From Park Boulevard building to
Headland Punta Las Marias.
From the river mouth of Quebrada
Rincon Rincon B Los Ramos in Corcega Beach to

Sunfish Beachfront Building.
